Crisis Revealed: 


WEAKNESS 
& DEFECTS 
IN WORLD 


United Nations, Nov. 28. 
Yugoslavia told the 
United Nations today that 
the world crisis had re- 
vealed ‘‘weaknesses and 
defects” both in Socialist 
countries and the ‘“‘so- 
called free world” and 
said military pacts were 
no longer the answer to 
international problema. 


The Yugoslav Foreign Minis- 
ter, Mr Koca Popovic, appealed 
to both East and West to strive 
to reconcile their differences, 
but his emphasis was largely 
on urging the US to show myvre 
willingness to accept Soviet 
proposals in good faith 


He sald the current crisis had 
interrupted the development tn 
the Balkans of an Improved 
situation, with “growing lirer- 
dependence in our — sphere.” 
He said the Middle East and 
Hungurian cvents proved the 
rightness of Yugoslavia's policy 
that ony division of the world 
into heavily-armed camps was 
too “fragile” to last. 


FAVOURABLE SIGN 


"Ef there is a crisis in deve- 
lopments,” he said, “there js 
also a crisis of policies which 
led to the new tension, This 
fs a favourable sign, provided 
wo accept the fact Jhat wo are 
living {4 a period of transition, 
readjustments ani readaptation.

Stumps, parcels, registrations 
and postal orders are their bual- 
nest, too, and the troops in 
Egypt are sending home £1,000 
worth of postal orders = every 


day. 

Now concessions for the 
troops have just been announced 
by the War Office and troops 
serving in Egypt may now scnd 
Forces lightweight letters free of 
charge to the United Kingdom. 

The War Office alsv announces 
special parcel concessions for
